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PREPAREDNESS WITH A PUNCH. 


Much has been said and written 
during the past two years as to 
national preparedness. From present 
indications it would appear to be the 
policy of the country to bring de¬ 
fensive preparedness to the point 
where we will feel secure should the 
unforeseen occur. This policy is re¬ 
sulting in the building of larger and 
more modern battleships, more effi¬ 
cient coast defenses, the strengthen¬ 
ing of the army and such like precau¬ 
tions. 

This is good as a present precau¬ 
tionary policy, but something more 
than these measures are needed if we 
are to be a thoroughly prepared na¬ 
tion. 

As to the advisability of reasonable 
preparedness, there seems to be little 
doubt that it is needed, at least for 
some time to come. Europe is war 
mad. Mexico is a hotbed of insurrec¬ 
tion. Unrest and a lust for blood 
prevails throughout the globe, and at 
any time we may be forced into a war 
not of our seeking. 

Hence if we are compelled to fight, 
we should by all means be prepared 
to light. 

And this brings us to the question 
of soldiers. Without them, of what 
avail is armament? When the call 
for the mobilization of all state 
troops came from Washington, how 
many responded? How long would 
such a pitifully small army last in 
such a conflict as now rages in 
Europe? 

The truth is, we need to educate 
more soldiers. Not more professional 
soldiers, but more emergency soldiers. 
We need to teach our boys and young 
men not only patriotism, but EFFEC¬ 
TIVE patriotism, for patriotism minus 
efficiency is a mighty weak article. 
It must be backed up with a punch. 

Why not, then, along with a love 
of country, teach our young men to 
DEFEND the country they are taught 
to love? 

The simple truth is, every school 
in the land should be a miniature 
military training camp. Young men 
should be taught military tactics and 
trained in the manual of arms as 
thoroughly as they are drilled in the 
arts, sciences and classics. No able- 
bodied young man should be per¬ 
mitted to graduate from a high school, 
college or university until lie is 
capable of stepping into the ranks as 
an efficient soldier. Not as a matter 
of arousing a military spirit, but as a 
matter of practical defensive pa¬ 
triotism. 

Your neighbor may loudly proclaim 
his love for his family, but if lie is 
unable or unwilling to protect them 
when danger threatens you are forced 
to conclude that his love is a very 
weak article. 

Just so witli a love of country. It 
must have a “punch” behind it. 

Tiie only way to put the punch into 
tlie man is to train it there in the 
boy, and the logical time is right 
along with his other training. 


“DO UNTO OTHERS.” 


Friend, have you ever asked your¬ 
self the question, “Is my neighbor¬ 
hood any the better for my presence 
in it?” Has your community life been 
such that were you to remove to some 
other locality you would be really 
missed, and missed witli regret? 

We believe that many of us who 
consider ourselves good citizens and 
good neighbors, if we were to seri¬ 
ously consider this question, would 
be somewhat puzzled to find the cor¬ 
rect answer. 

We all know people of our com¬ 
munity of whom it were idle to ask 
this question. We know beyond ques¬ 
tion that they are a real asset to any 


community that is so fortunate as to 
claim them. Let us, then, in the light 
of our lives, truthfully and impar¬ 
tially judge our own lives, and let us 
profit by that judgment. 

All of us know that good angel of 
the neighborhood. Frequently she is 
a frail little mite of womanhood, quiet 
: and unassuming, with the most hum¬ 
ble appreciation of her own virtues. 
Yet whenever sickness or sorrow de¬ 
velop in the countryside we in¬ 
stinctively look to find her in attend¬ 
ance, ready to efface herself in her 
ministrations to others; giving of the 
faith of her own large heart to sus¬ 
tain the failing courage of those in 
need. 

And who does not know the handy 
man of the community? He is always 
busy, yet never so busy that he can¬ 
not grant a favor to a neighbor. He 
is a man who, when he starts to town, 
is hailed by every housewife on his 
route and loaded down with commis¬ 
sions and orders to be filltd, until 
frequently when returning home his 
neighbors get most of his load. He is 
also the man you send for if you have 
a sick horse or cow; if your crops do 
not turn out to suit you, you consult 
him. You call on him, if a subscrip¬ 
tion is to be circulated, and he is 
always ready not only to chip in, but 
he cheerfully takes the paper from 
house to house and from man to man 
until the object is attained. In fact, 
when we contemplate the number of 
“thankys” jobs he gets through witli 
in the run of a year we often wonder 
how in earth he has found time to 
attend to his own affairs. But he has, 
and he has attended to them well. 

The truth is that we all waste many 
valuable hours and days that might 
better be given to these kindly minis¬ 
trations to others’ comfort and pleas¬ 
ure. We ponder our own cares and 
perplexities, burdens and sorrows, 
until they loom as mountains in our 
pathway, obscuring our neighbors 
and their affairs, until we frequently 
forget that they, too, have cares and 
sorrows, many times more grievous 
than our own.

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PROCEEDINGS OF 
IDE COUNTY BOARD 
OE SUPERVISORS 


The board of supervisors met in 
regular session last Monday, there 
being present Joseph M. Francis, pre¬ 
siding; James T. Casey, William H. 
Brown and C. V. Thompson. Absent 
John MacBain. 

A communication was received from 
C&unty Surveyor James V. Neuman 
notifying the board of the completion 
of the contract of John McReynolds 
for the construction of the Crystal 
Springs to Halfmoon Bay road, with 
the exception of the asphaltic oil and 
screening surface on the concrete 
base. Neuman recommended the ac¬ 
ceptance of the contract, McReynolds 
having agreed to deduct the sum of 
5 cents per square yard on account 
of the above exception and also to 
turn over to the county the screen¬ 
ings piled at the Vasquez quarry, 
amounting to 350 cubic yards. 

The report and recommendation of 
the county surveyor was accepted, on 
motion of Supervisor Brown, seconded 
by Supervisor Thompson. 

A petition, signed by J. H. Dennis 
and others of the town of Colma, was 
received, asking for permission to lay 
certain sewer laterals along the cer¬ 
tain streets of that town to connect 
with septic tanks that were to be in¬ 
stalled. 

Judge John Davis addressed the 
board on behalf of the petitioners. 

He stated that permission had already 
been granted by the state board of 
health at Sacramento to lay the sewer 
connections. He presented maps 
showing the plans for the system. 

On motion of Supervisor Thompson, 
seconded by Supervisor Brown, the 
matter was referred to District Attor¬ 
ney Swart, to report at the next meet¬ 
ing. 

S. D. Merk, editor and proprietor 
of the Burlingame Advance, addressed 
the board on behalf of the San Mateo 
County Press Association and in ref¬ 
erence to the scale of prices to be 
fixed by the board for the county 
printing. On motion of Supervisor 
Brown, seconded by Supervisor 
Thompson, a committee of three, con¬ 
sisting of Supervisor Thompson, 
Supervisor Brown and Supervisor 
Casey, was appointed by the chairman 
to take up the matter with a com¬ 
mittee from the press association next 
Monday morning. 

The report of County Auditor J. J. 
Shields, showing the aggregate 
amount of allowances that can be 
drawn against the several funds of 
the county during the month of De¬ 
cember, was presented and ordered 
filed. 

The report of County Librarian 
Miss Anne Bell Bailey, showing ex¬ 
penditures of $314.22 for the month 
of November, was received, read and 
ordered filed. 

A petition signed by Eugenio Rosaia 
and others was received asking for 
the installation of an electric light 
on San Pedro avenue and A street in 
the town of Colma. Upon the recom¬ 
mendation of Supervisor Casey that he 
did not think the light necessary at 
that particular spot and on his mo¬ 
tion, seconded by Supervisor Thomp¬ 
son, the request of the petitioners 
was denied. 

District Attorney Swart addressed 
a communication to the board in 
reference to a letter he had written 
previously to the county auditor in 
connection with the building of the 
garage in the rear of the new county 
jail. A copy of the letter in question 
was inclosed, in which it was pointed 
out by the district attorney that it 
was unlawful to order the construc¬ 
tion of the garage, and had been done 
without first preparing plans and 
specifications and then calling for 
bids. The district attorney stated in 
his latter communication that he 
would not permit the payment of any 
claims for work done in connection 
with the building of the garage. 

The district attorney was informed 
that the board at its last meeting had 
rescinded its former action in award¬ 
ing a contract, which fact was un¬ 
known to him. The communication 
was received and ordered filed. 

On motion of Supervisor Thompson, 
seconded by Supervisor Brown, the 
latter was given permission to make 
some necessary rdepairs on the Half- 
moon Bay road from the junction of 


the Poor Farm road to the Spring 
Valley lakes. 

District Attorney Swart presented a 
deed from Mrs. Julia Morrison for the 
new right of way over her property 
for the new summit road to be built 
from the Halfmoon Bay-San Mateo 
road to Kings mountain.

TH0RNT0N0F COLMA 

Robert Sheldon Thornton, the oldest 
man in San Mateo county and one of 
its most prominent citizens, passed 
away at his home in Colma shortly 
before the noon hour Wednesday. He 
was 97 years of age on the 31st of 
October last. He was enjoying com¬ 
paratively good health for a man of 
his years up to a few days ago and 
his death, coming rather suddenly, 
was considerable of a surprise and a 
shock to his many friends in this city. 
The near centenarian had often ex¬ 
pressed the wish that he might live 
to celebrate his one hundredth anni¬ 
versary. 

Thornton was born in Johnston 
county, Rhode Island, in 1819 and 
came to California by way of the 
isthmus of Panama in 1852. During 
the trip he saved the life of a man 
named Fields, who later became the 
famous Judge Fields of the United

The estate is estimated at $300,000. 
Judge Fitzpatrick was named ex¬ 
ecutor of the estate in the will lo.c 
by Thornton. 

Thornton’s will has not yet been 
filed and interest is now centered in 
, the fortunes of his 20-year-old grand¬ 
daughter, Mrs. Ray Greene, who 
aroused the old man’s wrath about 
two years ago when she ran a'.vay 
and married Ray Greene, son of Jen 
Greene, with whom Thornton had a 
falling out. The grandfather threat¬ 
ened to disinherit her at the time, and 
the question is whether he relented 
in his last days or whether he car¬ 
ried out his intention of leaving her 
out of his will. It is said that he 
never forgave Mrs. Greene and that 
he refused to speak to her husband. 

The other heirs to the estate in Cali¬ 
fornia are Mrs. Josephine Lindsay, a 
daughter, and an aunt and a cousin, 
all of whom are living in the old man¬ 
sion at Colma. 

Carrying out arrangements made by 
himself weeks before his death, the 
remains of Thornton were shipped 
this morning to North Scituate, R. I., 
where they wil be laid to rest along¬ 
side of his wife, who preceded him to 
the grave about three years ago.

States supreme court at the time of 
President Lincoln. Fields fell into 
the water from the boat in which the 
two were traveling and Thornton went 
to hij; rescue. 

Thornton reached California when 
he was 33 years of age and with only 
50 cents in his pocket. He luckily 
met an old friend whom he had out¬ 
fitted the year previous for California 
with $300. The man was able to re¬ 
imburse him, which gave him a 
chance to establish himself in busi¬ 
ness. He early directed his attention 
to the acquirement of land from the 
government and in 1853 settled on 160 
acres of government land located 
about six miles south of where the 
Cliff House now stands, where he 
established the first blacksmith shop 
in the locality. He saved his money 
and bought more land. He sold at 
various times parcels of his land at 
high figures. 

Thornton took an important part in 
the political affairs of San Mateo 
county. In 1858 he was elected super¬ 
visor, when there were but three 
members on the board. He held the 
office for five years. He afterward 
became the chairman of the demo¬ 
cratic county committee, which office 
he held for many years. 

One of the most important parts 
played by Thornton in the affairs of 
San Mateo county was his activity in 
connection with the famous case of 
the United States government versus 
Laguna Merced Rancho, in which he 
was the representative of thirty 
property holders whose titles were in 
danger of being lost. The case was 
tried. in the district court and later 
in the supreme court. After six years 
of litigation, during which Thornton 
became personally acquainted with 
President Lincoln, the case was won 
for the thirty legatees and the latter, 
together with Thornton, secured 
patents to their lands. 

Thornton was married twice, his 
first wife dying shortly after their 
marriage. The second marriage, in 
North Scituate, R. I., proved more 
fortunate, Mrs. Thornton living to a 
ripe old age, and only passing away 
about four years ago at their Colma 
home. A daughter, Mrs. Josephine 
Lindsay, who, made her home with her 
father for many years and was his 
companion in his declining years, sur¬ 
vives. 

The body of Thornton will be 
shipped to North Scituate, R. I., where 
he owned a private burial ground,

So when 
the disease became a very personal 
matter to me, there was an institution 
near at home to teach me how to 
breathe, eat, rest, and think, so as to 
live with tuberculosis, and at a price 
within reach of my moderate purse. 
This was all the result of the philan¬ 
thropic propaganda of these national 
organizations and the Wisconsin Anti- 
Tuberculosis Association, to whom I 
must always be grateful for my pres¬ 
ent health and strength.” 

What Red Cross Seals have done in 
Wisconsin they have done and are do¬ 
ing in every other state in the Union. 
All but ten per cent of the proceeds, 
which is used for expenses, remains in 
the state where the Seals are sold to 
be used for tuberculosis work.

Justice to Public end Roads. 

5. It should be made the duty of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, in 
the exercise of its powers to fix rea¬ 
sonable rates, to so adjust these rates 
that they shall be just at once to the 
public and to the carriers. To this end 
the Commission, in determining rates, 
should consider the necessity of main¬ 
taining etlicient transportation and ex¬ 
tensions of facilities, the relation of 
expenses to rates and the rights of 
shippers, stockholders and creditors of 
the roads. 

0. The Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion should Ik* invested with the pow¬ 
er to fix the rates for currying mails. 

7. The federal government should 
have exclusive power to supervise the 
issue of stocks and bonds by railroad 
carriers engaged in interstate and for¬ 
eign commerce. 

8. The law should recognize the es¬ 
sential difference between things which 
restrain trade in the case of ordinary 
mercantile concerns and those which 
restrain trade in the case of common 
carriers. The question cf competition 
is not the only fair criterion. 

9. The law should expressly provide 
for the meeting and agreement of traf¬ 
fic or other oflicers of railroads in re¬ 
spect of rates or practices. This 
should, however, l>e safeguarded by 
requiring the agreements to be tiled 
with the Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion and to l>e subject to be disapprov¬ 
ed by it 

‘‘My legal proposition,” Mr. Thom 
said, “is that the Constitution as it 
now is gives full authority to Congress 
to regulate the instrumentalities of in¬ 
terstate commerce in all their parts. 
If the pow’er of regulation is to reach 
the public requirements, it must be co¬ 
extensive with the instrumentalities of 
commerce.” 

Mr. Thom explained that the roads 
are not asking either of the Committee 
or of Congress any increase in reve¬ 
nues, but that they are merely asking 
the perfection of a system which will 
be responsible to any need that .may 
arise.

Principles Which Railways Hold Should 
Govern Regulatory System In Inter¬ 
ests of Public and the Roads—Com¬ 
pulsory System of Federal Incorpo¬ 
ration Favored. 


Washington, Dec. 4.—That the inter¬ 
ests of national defense require that 
control of railway lines should rest 
with the federul government and not 
with the states was the claim ad¬ 
vanced by Alfred P. Thom, counsel 
to tlie Railway Executives’ Advisory 
Committee, in concluding his prelim¬ 
inary statement of the case for the 
railways before the Newlands Joint 
Committee on Interstate Commerce. 

“We must be etlicient as a nation if 
we are to deal successfully with our 
national emergencies,” said Mr. Thom, 
“and we must appreciate that efficient 
transportation is an essential condition 
of national efficiency. If we are to 
halt and weaken our transportation 
systems by stute lines, by the perma¬ 
nent imposition of burdens by unwise 
regulatiev. we will make national effi¬ 
ciency impossible.” 

States’ Rights Would Not Suffer. 

Mr. Thom cited mnny instances in 
which shippers in one state were in¬ 
juriously affected by selfish regula¬ 
tions imposed on the railroads by 
neighboring states. He pointed out 
that federal regulation would he no in¬ 
vasion of the rights of the states but 
would be the means of preserving the 
rights which they acquired when they 
entered the Union, one of which was 
the right to tin* free movement of their 
products across state boundaries. 

What the Railroads Advocate. 

The principles which the railroads 
believe should be incorporated in any 
Just system of regulation were sum¬ 
marized by Mr. Thom as follows: 

1. The entire power and duty of reg¬ 
ulation should be In the hands of the 
national government, except as to mat¬ 
ters so essentially local and Incidental 
that they cannot be used to interfere 
with the efficiency of the service or tue 
Just rights of the carriers. 

2. As one of the means of accom 
plishlng this, a system of compulsory 
federal incorporation should he adopt¬ 
ed, into which should be brought all 
railroad cor|H>rations engaged in inter¬ 
state or foreign commerce. 

3. The Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion under existing laws has too much 
to do and Is charged with conflicting 
functions, including the Investigation, 
prosecution and decision of cases. The 
latter duties should be placed in the 
hands of a new body which might be 
called the Federal Railroad Commis¬ 
sion. Regional Commissions should 
he established in different parts of 
the country to assist the Interstate 
Commerce Commission by handling lo¬ 
cal cases. 

4. The power of the Commission 
should be extended to enable it to pre¬ 
scribe minimum rates and not merely 
maximum rates as at present. This

NO MAN’S LANDS. 

_ I 

There are throughout the world 
several parcels of no man s land, de¬ 
limited and guaranteed by treaties. 
One of these curious strips of neutral 
territory stretches across the isthmus 
that connects the rock of Gibraltar 
with Spain. It is about half a mile 
wide, and British sentries and Spanish j 
sentries face one another by day and | 
night, year in and year out, from op- . 
posite sides. The territory in between | 
these two chains of sentinels belongs j 
neither to Britain nor to Spain. 

Another similar strip of no man’s 
land exists in North America be¬ 
tween the United States and Mexico, j 
Although only sixty feet wide, it is j 
700 miles in length, extending from , 
El Paso, in Texas, westward to the ; 
Pacific ocean. 

Altogether there are in the world ! 
about fifty of these neutral zones, j 
varying in width from a few yards to | 
as many miles, and the sum total of 
their areas would make quite a re¬ 
spectable minor state. All the rest 
of the land surface of the globe is, 
nominally at all events, in the pos¬ 
session of some power or the other.
